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Winter Clothing.—Upon the question that the issue of fur 
caps and gloves and arctic overshoes, under G. O. 62, cannot 
be added to the clothing allowance of enlisted men in the 
1st and 3d years of enlistment of service in the Departments 
named in said order, the Quartermaster-General says, Nov. 
9, 1883: ‘Fur caps and gauntlets do not form part of the 
money allowance of the enlisted men of the Army. These 
articles are charged to the enlisted men at cost price and in 
the same manner as arctic overshoes, campaign hats, and 
cork helmets are charged. None of these articles form part 
of the soldier’s clothing allowance. The Pay Department 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, paid the sum of 
$368,693.66 on account of clothing undrawn and to which 
the men were entitled by law and regulations, This is an 
evidence that the money allowance is ample if it could be 
distributed. 

“To increase the allowance as requested would of course 
involve arctic overshoes, cork helmets, and campaigo hats, 
and it will be impossible to make a uniform allowance for 
the whole Army, as the issue of the articles in question de- 
pends entirely upon the plaves where the troops are sta- 
tioned. Some men do not needor draw any of the articles

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Department of Texas.—An uprising of the negroes at 
Gause Station, Texas, having recently been threatened, Gov. 
Ireland applied to uhe department commander for U. 8. 
troops. The General replied that uncer the law passed in 
June, 1878, it was unlawful for the United States troops to 
be used as a posse comitatus, except under circumstances, 
which are that a State must be in a state of insurrection, and 
its authorities must have exhausted all efforts in their power 
to quell it, and, having failed, if the Legislature is not in 
session, the Governor must call upon the President for the 
troops, and the order for them to act must emanate from 
him. Subsequent investigation, however, showed that not 
the slightest cause for alarm existed. Thenegroes supposed 
to be bent on “rising” were drilling for a church celebra- 
tion, were unarmed, and were greatly surprised that their 
assemblage had caused such an excitement.

COL. ILGES IN HIS OWN DEFENCE. 


Cou. Gurvo Inass, late Lt. Colonel of the 18th Infantry, 
intends, 1t appears, to enter upon the practice of law in 
Montane, after a tour of lecturing upon the subject of “Life 
Among the Apaches.” Through the Pioneer Press, Colonel 
Liges published a statement dated at Fort Assinnibone, No- 
vember 1, and addressed “to my friends in the Army.” 
In it he says: ‘‘I am firmly convinced that the court before 
which I was tried was illegally constituted ; that in the 
formation of the same my rights of challenge were injured 
and overruled, and the principles of custom, of practice, of 
law and justice were violated. I maintain that no court of 
justice whether military or civil, hus ever established the 
precedent of allowing a challenged party to sit as judge or 
juror, without requiring that such challenged party purge 
itself of alleged incompetency. In this case two members 
of the court were challenged by me; one of them tacitly 
admitted prejudice by stating that he did not wish to serve 
on the court, and desired to be excused—the other re- 
maining mute, Neither of these two members were re- 
quired to give, or volunteered any explanation to establish 
competency, but my challenges were, with the utmost 
promptness, not sustained. I am advised, that as an Ameri- 
can citizen I am entitled to a fair trial, and that the laws of 
the country will protect mein this, my right. If such be 
the case, my friends will soon find me knocking at the 
doors of justice for proper redress.” 

Then follows a review of the testimony before the Court- 
martial which is in effect the same as that contained in 
Colonel Ilges’ speech before the court, the substance of 
which we published at the time. Following, we have this 
argumentum ad hominem: 

** This signing of false certificates then is my transgression ! 
Now I desire to ask the officers of the Army, and particularly 
the members of the’court who found me guilty of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, if they have never 
signed a false certificate. Have you, gentlemen, ever been 
fortunate enough, in a moment of pecuniary distress, to find 
at accommodating paymaster, who would cash your account 
at the beginning of the month? Have you ever transferred 
your pay account to the post trader or other business house 
during the month—say twenty, ten or even five days before 
maturity? If so, did you read the printed certificate, to 
which you affixed your name on honor? The certificate 
reads : I certify on honor that the amounts charged in the 
foregoing are correct and just, as authorized by law, and 
that they are right, and fully due me, etc., etc. 

‘* Now I ask in all sincerity : Is, under such circumstances, 

our certificate false or true? You haye staked your very 
life, that your honor may remain uutarnished, for had you 
died twenty, ten, or even five days before the end of the 
month, you would stand convicted before the law of having 
signed a false certificate. But, of course, you did, in sign- 
ing the certificate under such circumstances, not intend to 
defraud anybody! Of coursenot! Neither did I intend to 
defraud anyone, and I have so proved.” 

‘There was a brave and honorable young officer under my 
command some years ago, whom every one loved dearly for 
his affectionate nature, and who had drawn his June pay 
account at the beginning of the month of some convenient 
broker. He determined upon suicide, and saying: ‘This is 
the end of the fiscal year, and all accounts are settled.’ He 
pulled the trigger at precisely 12 o’clock m. of June 30, so 
that his honor might be protected, as his services had been 
paid for up to that hour. Poor boy! He wanted to die days 
and weeks before, but he dared not do so! ask these 
gentlemen to remember the many certificates they have 
signed ‘on honor’ in years past, relating to the employment 


¢|of servants and under the old pay bill. But, my friends, 


where then lies the difference between such certificates and 
mine, shorn of all fraudulent intent? Has law or the cus- 
toms of the service defined any line of demarkation as to 
time of the deed, amount of the transaction or the rank of 
the offender in awarding punishment? I say not! 

“But I have been found guilty of signing false certificates 
and of fraudulent intent (the latter without one solitary 
word or iota of proof), and [have been humbled and dis- 
aced—that others may take warning. I now ask the par- 
don of those who have ever suffered through my carelessness 
in money matters, and I promise those who still have any 
claims on me speedy payment. .- . 

“The members of the court before which I was tried are 
gallant and honorable soldiers with a full understanding of 
the obligation of an oath, requiring to find according to evi- 
dence, and most of them with but few years before them to 
spend amongst us. The majority of them voted me unfit to 
be an officer, and under the law I must at present bow my 
head in sad submission and shame—particularly so, as most 
of them have known me personally for the last twenty-three 
years, I believe they are Christian gentlemen (with the ex- 
ception of one) and I ask them when next they repeat the 
Lord’s prayer in the privacy of their chamber, that they will 
remember me, as they reach the solemn and awful words, 
‘ Forgive us our trespasses as we forgive those who trespass 
against us,’ or in other words, ‘Forgive us any false certifi- 
cate as we forgave Ilges his false certificates.’ AndI do 
hope that upon such occasion these gentlemen may be en- 
abled, with heart at ease and of conscious rectitude, to re- 





peat the words of the Pharisees: ‘ We thank Thee, oh Lord, 


that we are not like this poor, ‘miserable sinner, Ilges.: To 
my friends I desire to say that I am not ed, and 
that I will engage in the practice of law insome place in this 
Territory, also in some literary venture in the shape of an 
army novel, which is nearly finished. To those who 
aaw in the Chicago Times of Aug. 20 last, that am a mar- 
ried man, who deserted a wife and some children in the 
fatherland, I would say that I am still a bachelor, and not 
in search of a wife, but in search of the whelp who has thus 
injured me, with good hopes of finding and embracing him 
at some not far off day. Gurpo Itexs.” 








COMMIiSSARY SERGEANT ZIMMERMAN. 


Commissary Sergeant Gottlieb Zimmerman, U. 8. A., was 
transferred a few months ago from Fort Adams, R. . to 
Fort Meade. D. T. On taking charge of the stores at his 
new post Zimmerman, who was one of the best hearted, 
whole souled fellows in the world, neglected to go carefully 
over the stock, but took the word of the Sergeant whom he 
relieved that all was right. On a subsequent inspection, 
when stock was taken by the Assistant Commissary of Sub- 
sistence, a 7th Cavalry offiver, it was found that there was 
between one and two hundred dollars’ worth of goods short. 
Of course words passed between the A, O. 8. and the Com- 
mirsary Sergeant, and the result was that the latter, who 
could give no satisfactory explanation, grew despondent to 
such an extent that he, who never before neglected a sol- 
dier’s duty once in his life, left the post without leave and 
remaiued absent long enough to necessitate the detail of a 
guard with a view to search for him and bring him back, 
The guard started out and met Zimmerman on his return 
home to his post. Foolishly he turned to run when he 
caught sight of the guard, but at the command to halt he 
stopped and faced his pursuers. At this time the guard no- 
ticed the Sergeant take out his knife and stick himself un- 
der the right ear. The guard hastened toward him, and 
theh he made three gashes on his throat and fell, When 
they came up to him the poor fellow was dead. 

Zimmerman was an old soldier of the 5th U. 8. Artillery, 
with which regiment he served all through the war as Ist 
Sergeant of Battery A. He was subsequently, in 1871, ap- 
pointed Sergeant Major of his regiment, and in 1873 was 
one of the first commissary sergeants appointed under the 
law creating the grade. This position he held at Fort 
Adame, until a few months ago, when he was transferred to 
Fort Meade. He was very popular amongst officers and 
men of all the commands with whom he served, as well as 
amongst the citizens of Newport, and was always arded 
as aman of honor by all. His tour of duty at Fort Moade 
was too brief to permit of his getting short in his accounts, 
and the theory that stock was short when turned over to 
him, is quite plausible. 

He is regretted by all who knew him. He leaves a wife 
and five children at Newport, R. I.

Genera Joseph Holt, of Buchanan’s Oabinet, has writ- 
ten a long letter to the National | ican in reply to cer- 
tain statements recently made in an interview with a news- 
paper correspondent by Mr. Jacob Thompson, who was also 
a member of President Buchanan’s Oabinet. The letter, as 
a whole, deals with questions of personal rather than of 
public interest, and is a reply to what Mr. Holt calls ‘ scur- 
rilous charges ” affecting his reputation. It closes with the 
following defence of the loyalty of President Buchanan : 

I cannot close this communication without bearing emphatic 
testimony of the loyalty of President Buchanan throughout the 
troubled and trying scenes which marked the last months of his 
administration. With measureless responsibilities oppressing 
him; badgered by traitors and by the Department of the Govern- 
ment which owed him sympathy anda Joyal support, and stand- 
ing as he did on the brink of a great national calamity, the im- 
minence of which was awing all hearts, he was often cast down, 
but never untaithful to his duties. Amid the blinding rancor ot 
party strife he was constantly misunderstood and constantly 
misrepresented. He was not an aggressive man, nor at all given 
to violent forms of speech or of action, He shrank from the 
contemplation of civil war and the bloodshed it would involve, 
and sought to postpone it to the last possible moment. But in 
all this there was no-taint of disloyalty. While, however, uni- 
formly gentle and suave in his modes he was not the less firm in 
view of the ends to be finally attained. And yet it was this very 
gentleness and suavity—the result in part, perhaps, of bis pecu- 
liar temperament, but yet more, it may be, of the training insep- 
arable from his diplomatic career—which often misled men who 
paused not to reflect that iron hands are sometimes found in 


silken gloves.

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MUSKETRY PRACTICE. 


WE are in receipt of a of the annual sapect of Ist 
Lieut. W. C. Manning, 23d manne, Se charge of the oftice 
of General Instructor of Musketry, Department of Missouti, 
from which we make the extracts which follow : 


The results of the past year's work, while generally very prati- 
fying, discover, upon examination, great irregularities in appli 
cation and prog in the eral regi ts and at the several 
posts; irregularities not generally attributable to the varied 
surroundings and duties of the several commands, but 
toalack of appreciation of the great importance of the pres- 
ent system of instruction, or persistent neglect thereof. This 
must be the case, when three companies of infantry and seven 
troops of cavalry report no marksmen, and some of these have 
only third-class men. Itis respectiully submitted for the con- 
sideration of the Department Commander, whether these ne- 
glects, amounting in some cases to positive disobedience of or- 
ders _ after year, should not be checked, if need be, by severe 
example. 

Attention is especially invited to the great progress of Major 
Guy V. Henry’s command at Fort Sill, consisting of s!x compa- 
nies of colored troops. Last year there was not a marksman at 
the post, while their annual reports for 1883 show 273 marksmen, 
with a figure of merit of over 91 percent. Companies D and I, 
2tth Infantry (Captains J. M. Thompson and A. C. Markley), 
have each a figure of merit of 100, The records of this office show 
that this grand result has been accomplished by the conscientious 
and persistent efforts of officers and enlisted men from the com- 
manding officers down. Major Henry and his company com- 
manders attach great importance to “‘ aiming and pointing drill” 
and gallery practico; the latter having been kept up during the 
winter, and the former throughout the entire year. It is becom- 
ing a recognized fact that the aiming and pointing drill is to the 
marksman what physical training is to the pugilist. 

Nine hundred and fifty-three marksmen have qualified during 
the past year. The number of marksmen in previous years was 
as foilows : in 1880, three; in 1881, seventy-five; in 1882, two bun- 
dred and sixty. 

Mounted firing, with both carbine and revolver, was continued 
through the months of May, June, and July, by most of the cay- 
alry, with encouraging resuits. 

Only one company, D, I4th Infantry, Capt. C. B. Western, com- 
peted for the Nevada Trophy, but this made a very creditable 
score (81.18 per cent.), though not as high as some in other De- 

ments. There is littl» interest in this contest by reason of a 
general distrust of its fairness as Low conducted, Open expres- 
sions to this effect were commcnly heard from the visiting marks- 
men of this and other Depertments this year and last. 

Gallery practice and reloading have Jargely iacreased during 
the year and with good results. 

The Brinton, New Jersey, system of targets in use on this 
yange ba: given entire satistaction this year, as last, excepting 
the two “0” targets, which have been replaced by Laidley’s. 

The high scuresof our Department team in all its contests 
this year are creditable to its members and to its Captain, Brevet 
Lieut. Col. J. C. Gilmore, Captain 24th Infantry, to whose syste- 
—_— management and skilful instruction much of its success 
is due. 

I concur in the recommendations of the team captains of the 
several Departments of this Division, that the Division Contest 
should be held not later than September 15. The additional re- 
commendations of these officers, as forwarded to the Adjutant- 
—— of the Army are also concurred in. Thoy are in brief as 
follows : 

II, “That in the future the competitions be for five days, and 
that the preliminary practice be not more than seven days,” 
“thus eliminating an element of good luck, which in certain 
cases has placed men on the Department Teams whw do not de- 
rerve it, while better marksmen who are unlucky a single day 
fail to win places." 

IIL. That hereafter some kind of a medal be given each member 
of Department Teams. 

IV. That on the days of competitions no other matches or ex- 
e@rcises be had. The strain of the regular competiticn is as muchas 
men should be compelled to undergo. 

In this connection I renew my recommendation of last year 
bmg a badge be issued to marksmen of two or more years stand- 


ing. 

The establishment ofa le of “Sharpshooters,” with quali- 
fying scores higher than these of marksmen has been favorably 
considered by the riflemen assembled here from the several De- 
partments the past summer. 

The addition of a small amount, say two dollars, to the month- 
ly pay of enlisted men who attain the proposed grade would be 
a great encouragement to excellence and an economical acknow- 
l ent thereof. 

uent complaints are heard from Company Commanders of 
the great difficulty and labor in preparing the present comypli- 
cated reports of firing and estimating distance practice. There is 
no doubt but that the present system could be greatly simpli- 
fied, and to begin with I recommend thatthe report of estimat- 
ing distance practice (form 30e) be dispensed with, as the intorma- 
tion on the subject now required on form 30d seems to be quite 
sufficient. It is further recommended that the soldiers’ score- 
book be simplified, and that the company target book be made 
identical with forms 30c and 30.1. 

For comparison of results, it seems desirable that uniformity 
of conditions, so iar as attainable, should be insisted upon in all 
Department, Division and Army contests. I refer especially to 
the use of wind shelters at the firing points, reloaded ammu- 
nition, pistol grips, warming and sighting shots, and such other 
similar and unauthorized advantages as are now exercised in 
other divisions, but strictly prohibited in this. While on this 
subject I will give several recommendativuns almost unanimously 
concurred in by nine ofticors—a!l experienced markemen—of this 
and three other Departments, at a meeting held here after the 
recent Division contest. Three of these officers are captains 
of Department teams, end two others have been such in pre- 
vious years. 

I. Warming shots should be allowed at each range during con- 
tests and practice therefor. They increase the scores and are 
noti istent with diti of actual warfare, and are per- 
mitted at Creedmoor snd in some departments. 

II, The tactical position in firing at the three hundred yards 
range should be required except in skirmishing. 

ILI. At the annual meetings of marksmen, firing at all ranges 
from 600 to 1,000 yards, should be had with the service rifle and 
ammunition, but not on days of the regular contests. 

IV. Prizes for cxcellence in skirmish firing should be offered at 
these meetings. 

V. The new service ammunition, while superior to the old at 
the long and mid ranges, leads the rifle move. It is believed 
that this might be remedied by lessening the diameter of bullet 
slightly—in front of the case, so that that portion of it in front 
S = lubricant will not take the grooves, and by using a harder 

ullet. 

VI. It is recommended that scores of ten instead of seven shots 
be fired in ali tests and preliminary practice. All firing could 
then be used in qualifying as markemeu or in the proposed new

The rates of finisher, boilermaker, engineer’s blacksmith, 
armorer’s mate, cooper, sbip’s baker, and second-class 
painter, being abolished by Executive order, dated November 
5, 1883, and promulgated in General Order No. 310 of the 
Navy Department, dated November 7, 1883, men holding 
those ratings in the service on December 31, 1883, will be 
disposed of as follows, viz.: Finishers serving on sea-going 
or other vessels to be rated first-class machinists; those 
available on receiving ships and in hospital to be rated second 
class machinists. Boilermakers serving on seagoing or other 
vessels to be rated second class machinists; those available 
on receiving ships and in hospitals to be rated third class 
machinists. Engineer’s blacksmiths and ship's blacksmiths 
serving on seagoing or other vessels to stand a competitive 
examination as to their qualifications to perform genera! 
blacksmithing work, and those found most capable to be re- 
tained as blacksmiths ; all others to be discharged from the 
service, giving such as are entitled thereto the same benefits 
they would receive had they served out their full term of 
enlistment. Armorer’s mates, coopers, ship’s bakers, and 
second class painters to be disrated to landsmen, or dis- 
charged from the service shou!d they so elect. 

The rates of seamen, E. F., and ordinary seamen, E. F., 
are also abolished, and on and after Jan. 1. 1884, men for 
the engineer's force will be enlisted as first and second class 
firemen and coal heavers. Seamen, E. F., and ordinary sea- 
men, E. F., in the service on that date will be rated first and 
second class firemen, respectively. 

All men discharged by this order are to be sent to the 
United States by the first public opportunity, if serving 
abroad, unless they desire their discharge on the station.

Capt. Ramsay has taken iuto consideration the unpro- 
tected state of Annapolis in case of fire, and has issued orders 
to the crew of the Santee, the marines, and the employees to 
take their stutions and report for duty, and has down 
the manuer in which engine must be gotten out. 

Tue conduct grades established by Superintendent Ramsay, of 
the Naval Academy, are now working most satisfactorily. The 
grades are fourin number. The first accords numerous privi- 
leges to the cadet, whose conduct and studies elevate him to it. 
Afirst classman who rises to the first grade has leave every 
Satarday until 9.30 p. m., leave every Sunday until evening roll- 
call ; leave to escort lady friends tojreridences after balls, hops, 
etc.; and $2.50 per month for spending money, To obtain this 
degree of favor, however, be has to be on bis nava!, mental, and 
moral p’sandq’s. He must not have over 3 demerits in a 
month, and must be satisfactory in all studies and exercises, and 
must evince an earnest desire to obey all regulations! The sec- 
ond grade has less privileges, and has a wider margin of demerits 
and misconduct to admit a cadet to its precincts. The third still 
less advantages, and a still wider play for naughty deeds. The 
fourth grade relegates a cadet no privileges whatever. Good 
conduct will take off demerits as follows: If during any one 
Academic month a cadet shall receive no demerits, these shall bo 
removed from the number recorded against him, 13in_ the First 
Class, 17 in the Second Class, 21 in the Third Class, and 25 in the 
Fourth Class. If during any one Academic month, a cadet shall 
receive no more demerits than are allowed to the first Conduct 
Grade of his class, these demerits shall be removed, The fol- 
lowing is also added to the Regulations of the Academy : “‘When- 
ever, during the Academic year, a cadet of the First Olass shall 
have 150 demerits standing against him; of the Second Class 
200 ; of the Third Class 250; of the Fourth Class 300; he shall 
be declared deficient in conduct. . . . Cadets who shall 
have standing against them at the end of the first term, (there 

are twoterms in the Academic year,) halfthe number of demerits 
allowed for the year, may be declared deficient in conduct.”’

THE PROTEUS INQUIRY. 


Ix cross-examination by Gen. Hazen, before the Proteus 
court, this week, Lieut. Garlington stated that he thought 
the ship the best that could have been obtained, h the 
engines were amidships instead of aft, the rigging old, and 
the boats very bad. 

The witness saw nothing in the conduct of the crew of the Pro 
‘eus to find fault with until after the disaster. He was informed 
by the crew of the Proteus that, as soon asaship sank, the pay 
of seamen ceased, and they owed no further allegiance to the offi- 
cers. During the progress of the disaster he heard Captain Pike 
give one of his men an order, and the man told him to go to hell, 
giving him to understand that, the ship having gone down, the 
man was as good as the captain. 

General Hazen asked if the witness knew anything oi the cus- 
tom in navigating thosestrong sbips, they being so strong that 
it was very often customary for them to feel their way along with 
the bottom of the boat rather than by sounding, as is usual in 
the American mariue. 

Witness replied that he could say nothing in that regard. He 
knew thst they never used the lead line on the Proteus. Bun- 
op the rocks up there was not as dangerous as elsewhere, inas- 
much as the ice smooths off the rocks. 

In reply to the court, Lieut. Garlington stated that at no time 
and nowhere had he ever urged Capt. Pike to do anything againat 
his will, nor did Capt. Pike at any time tell him that he was 
doing anything againat his will. Captain Pike never protested 
against any request made by the witness. 

‘Witness said that his reason for thinking Ospt. Pike could not 
work out a time sight was the fact that no one ever saw him do 
so. He remembered one time when Lieut. Colwell took a time 
sight, and gave it out. Capt. Pike asked what result he got, and, 
being informed, responded: “That is what I got, too.” Lieut. 
Colwell subsequently found that he had made an error, told 
Capt. Pike, whereupon Capt. Pike soon found that he, too, had 
made the same error. 

Sergeant W, H. Lamar testified to statements made to him by 
Capt. Pike to an opposite effect. Lieut. Garlington, according to 
Capt. Pike, thought he discovered a lead to the north, and repre- 
sented that Capt. Pike would fall short of his duty to the Frank- 
lin Bay party and to the Government of the United States, if he 
failed to go forward, Capt. Pike described to wit before 
the disas‘er, and said he proceeded under protest. After the dis- 
aster Capt. Pike referred to it at nearly every stopping piece Ex- 
Sergeant John Kenney, 7th Cavalry, at present a member of the 
Washington police force, testified to having gathered from hints 
and from conversation overheard among the Proteus crew, that it 
was templated to capt the largest of Ga’ ton’s boats. 
The crew were Newfoundlanders “of the meanest kind,” good 
for nothing as sailors or anything else. 

The court, with-the consent of the Secretary of War, has ad- 
journed until December 19. Ia the meantime Capt. Pike, of the 
Proteus, will be invited to appear before the court, with the as- 
surance that his proper expenses in so dving will be by the 
War Department. The United States Consul at St. J will be 
requested to procure his own and Mr. Syme’s depositions under 
interrogatories that will be furuished by the court. In aletter 
to the Secretary of War, General Benét, president of the cqurt, 
says there is reason to believe also that Capt, Clapp, of the 16th 
Inf., as well as Capt. Powell, of the {6th Inf., would be material 
witnesses.

EXAMINATIONS FOR PROMOTION. 

Tue argument which has been presented in the Jour- 
NAL in favor of examination for promotion for the line of 
the Army seems to us to have great force. What good rea- 
son can be urged why therule which prevails abroad, in 
our own Navy, and in the Engineer, Ordnance and Medi- 
cal Corps of the Army, should not apply to the line of 
the Army? If we have any officers in the service who 
are negligent of their profession, it is well that some 
means should be adopted to compel them to take at 
least such measure of interest in it as might be re- 
quired to pass an examination on subjects, familiarity 
with which is absolutely indispensable for the proper 
discharge of their duties. 

Everyone will admit that a captain or lieutenant, 


de- | who has been four years in service, who cannot drill a 


company, or make out the necessary papers to prop- 
erly feed, cloth, arm and pay his company, is not a 
competent officer; yet are there not officers in the 
Army who cannot perform these duties ? No more than 
ordinary intelligence is required to learn them, and as 
they are within the capacity of every officer, if any 
are ignorant of them, it is because the proper method 
has not yet been adopted of compelling attention to 
them. A post commander can hardly try an officer 
for ignorance of his drill and ordinary duties, and it 
would be an invidious distinction, and unfair to the 
officer to ask for a special board to examine him. 
Establishing a general rule requiring every officer to 
passan examination before promotion, on the duties 
he will have to perform in his new grade, will give the 
spur necessary to the lazy and indifferent, and will 
gratify the ambition of the able and energetic by 
giving them an opportunity of showing their practical 
and theoretical knowledge of their profession. 

The system might be introduced by requiring an ex- 
amination for captains and lieutenants. If found to 
work well, it could be extended to include an examina- 
tion of the senior grades. The examination should be 
practical, and limited to such subjects as every officer 
must reasonably be assumed to know. Let us at least 
fix some standard of proficiency, however low that 


The active and hard working officers would pass the 
best examinations, the lazy and indifferent the poorest, 
Every officer would be more or less anxious to pass a 
good examination, and would perform willingly, ang 
even apply for the duties that increased his knowledge 
of his profession. 

In England the examinations for promotion, required by 
the Royal Warrant, relating to pay, etc. , comprise the sub. 
jectsof ‘‘regimental duties,” ‘‘drill,” “‘military law,” and 
‘* duties in the field.” Enlisted men, subject to promo- 
tion to the rank of lieutenant, and lieutenants, before 
obtaining their first increase of pay, are examined in 
regimental duties and drill. To these are added military 
law and duties in the field, in the case of lieutenants of 
all arms, before promotion to the rank of captain, and 
captains of all arms, before promotion to higher substan. 
tive rank. Lieutenants of artillery have an additional 
examination in artillery, etc. The scope of the exami- 
nation in each subject varies according to the rank for 
which the examination is required. 

When officers who have previously qualified are 
transferred from one arm of service, or from one branch 
of artillery to another, they are not required to pass g 
further examination on the subject which relates exclu. 
sively to the arm or branch which they join. 

The boards for examination in regimental duties and 
drill are ordered by general officers commanding sta, 
tions. They consist of a field officer as president, and 
two or more field officers, or captains who are qualified 
for field rank, as members. At least one, and, if possi. 
ble, two members, must belong to the same arm of 
service, and, in case of artillery, to the same branch, as 
the officers under examination. On no occasion, when 
it can be avoided, is an officer of the same regiment or 
battery as the candidate to bea member. As many 
candidates as possible are examined together, in order 
to reduce the labor and time necessary for the prepara- 
tion of the papers of questions. 

For the examination of lieutenants and captains of 
all arms in military law, duties in the field, and artil- 
lery, boards assemble on the first Tuesday in the months 
of January and July. These boards consist of not leas 
than three members, appointed from among the officers 
selected as examiners in the command. 

At stations where means are available the examina- 
tion in field fortifications is required to be partly practi- 
cal, and in such cases an engineer officer not under the 
rank of captain is added to the board to assist in con- 
ducting that portion of the examination. A certificate 
of proficiency in riding, where riding is a subject of 
examination, must be appended to the proceedings of 
the board. The staff college certificate includes riding. 

Before being admitted to examination in regimental 
duties and drill lieutenants must have been dismissed 
from all drills and have had not less than one year’s ser- 
vice, and captains must have had not less than six years’ 
service, of which at least one has been in the rank of 
captain. They must have passed an examination io 
regimental duties and drill before presenting themselves 
for examination in the other subjects named. To assist 
officers in preparing for examination in military law 
and duties in the field, two courses of instruction of 
four months each are provided in each year. These 
commence on the first of March and the ist of Septem- 
ber. Officers are permittei, so far as the exigencis of 
the service will allow, to obtain exemption from all 
duties for the purpose of attending a course of instruc- 
tion, once in the rank of lieutenant and once in the 
rank of captain, but not until they have passed the ex- 
amination in regimental duties and drill prescribed for 
their rank. They are expected to have prepared theal- 
selves by private study to derive full advantage from 
the assistance of the instructor. 

Riding classes, for officers of infantry, engineers, and 
garrison artillery desirous of attending them, must be 
formed by general officers commanding during the wit 
ter months. Every captain of artillery and engineers 8 
permitted at his own request, and prior to promotion to 
major, to be attached to a regiment of cavalry or bat 
talion of infantry during the drill season, and the officer 
commanding such regiment or battalion is directed to 
afford him every facility for acquiring the practi 
knowledge in the field which is required of him before 
promotion. 

The examination in regimental duties comprises: (1-) 
Discipline, courts of inquiry, boards, disposal of pris” 
ers, etc.; (2.) Duties in garrison and field, and in aid 
of civil power, mobs, etc.; (3.) Interior Economy— 
system of keeping records, making returns, paymeat, 
messing, etc., transfer and dischange of soldiers ; (4) 
Miscellaneous—Movement of troops by land and %% 
carrying arms, ammunition and equipments. To thes 
is added, in the case of captains, an examination in the 
management of provost prisons, duties of regime? 
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on land or at sea, and the system of regimental records, 
returns, and orderly room work generally. 

The examination in drill is by written questions and 
answers, and verbal questions and answers in the field. 
An examination is required of all movements and ex- 
ercises before giving the necessary orders to execute 
them, for companies and regiments. Captains are, in 
addition, to be examined on movements of brigades and 
divisions. Engineer and infantry captains are exam- 
jned in riding. The examination in military law in- 
cludes powers of commanding officers to punish sum- 
marily, the composition of and appointment of courts, 
the rules of evidence, etc., etc. Under the heading of 
“ Duties in the Field,” is included an examination (1.) in 
field fortifications, field geometry, hasty intrenchments, 
attack and defence of houses, hedges, destruction of 
bridges, railways, crossing streams, construction of 
temporary and military bridges; (2.) Military Topo- 
graphy—Constructing and reading military maps, con- 
ventional signs, sketching without instruments, sketch 
and report of a defensive position under given con- 
ditions, reconnoissance on authorized form, of a road 
anda river, that for captains to extend over a larger 
area; (3.) Tactics—‘‘ Tactics” as distinguished from 
“strategy ;” the general functions, arms, projectiles, 
time and space occupied in formations and marches by 
infantry, cavalry and artillery, separately and together, 
advance guards, rear guards and reconnoissance, of one 
arm alone, of two or all arms, use of one arm, or two 
or all three arms for attack or defence; detailed dis- 
tnbution of troops on map under given conditions, 
marches, etc. A general knowledge of artillery is re- 
quired of all officers. 

' Jn conducting the exumination in? regimental duties 
and drill, boards are required to observe the following 
instructions : 


1, The written questions should be of a general and compre- 
hensive character, and should be not less than forty in number. 
The questions, if not printed, are to be written on half-margin, 
and the replies inserted opposite to them in the candidates’ 
handwriting. The board will correct in red ink any replies which 
are erroneous. 

2. To each written question or practical test the board will al- 
lot a numerical value, and they will credit each number with full 
or a less number of marks, according to its nature. 

8. Officers will not be reported as qualified unless they have 
gained one half of the tetal number of marks allotted to the 

uestions and practical tests under each subject; regimental 
uties and drill. 

4, Very bad writing will be considered sufficient reason to re- 
quire the re-examination of an officer. 


STANDARD OF QUALIFICATION, 


For Pass.—An aggregate of 55, provided 4 is obtained in each 
subject (i. ¢.,in military law, and in each of the three subheads 
of “duties in the field’’). An officer who fails in one or more sub- 
jects will be required to pass in all subjects at a future examina- 
tion. Unless the failure is in one subject only, and the required 
aggregate is obtained in that case, re-examination will be required 
in that one subject only.

COLUMN OF FILES. 


Some time ago the following question was submitted 
tous: ‘‘ How is it that, in forming ‘column of fours’ 
from ‘column of files’ [par. 238], the leading file is 
required to halt after moving forward three yards, and 
that ‘column of twos’ is formed from ‘column of 
files’ on the same principles? [par. 289]. _Is it correct 
that in this movement the first rank men move forward 
three yards to the front, and halt?” ‘* Reasoning by 
analogy, if ‘column of fours’ can be formed from 
‘column of twos,’ without halting, ‘column of twos’ 
cages to be formed from ‘column of files’ in same 
way.’ 

: To give a comprehensive answer to the above ques- 
tion, we will imagine a company of twelve files, in 
“column of fours,” with double rank distance. The 
actual depth of this column, exclusive of guides, is 282 
inches; the depth of a ‘‘column of twos” is 254 
inches, only 22 inches greater than the “column of 
fours.” This distance, in forming fours from twos, is 
easily made up by the use of the short step (as ex- 
plained in par. 287). The same size company in * col- 
umn of files” requires a space in depth of 518 inches, 
exclusive of guides, and as double time is never exe- 
cuted when men have only facing distance (see pars. 65, 
194, 286), the “column of twos” or “fours” cannot 
be quickly formed unless the leading men halt, and 
this carries out the principle that whatever movement 


; is required should be executed in the quickest possible 


manner. 





From Seattle, Washington Territory, a correspondent 
writes as follows: ‘‘I notice that Davids Island is al- 
ways referred to by the Journat as ‘ David’s’ Island, 
with an apostrophe or possessive point. Mr. Davids, the 
former owner and resident of the island, is, or was, ap 
influential merchant of New York City, and a highly 
esteemed citizen of New Rochelle. During the war 
Mr. Davids was an indefatigable worker for the North, 
and sent two sons into the Federal Army. As Mr. 
Davids was ‘induced’ to part with his beautiful 
island to the Government, it is but just that his name 
should be retained. It would certainly please many of 
the old residents of that locality to see this unintentional 
misnomer rectified.” 

This information may be of service at the Headquar- 
ters of the Army, as we have simply followed the offi- 
cial rosters, which use the apostrophe. 








PROMOTION OF NON-COM. OFFICERS. 


A NON-COMMISSIONED Officer of many years’ standing 
expresses the opinion that the system of regimental 
promotion, to which we have more than once referred 
lately, would not work well in practice. He says many 
non-commissioned officers may get along very well in 
the company where they first received their stripes, but 
if they went to another company, its officers might not 
be satisfied with them, and reduction would follow, etc. 
We are fully aware of the difficulties in the way, and 
doubtless those who have already gained their stripes 
have but little to gain, and mayhap something to lose, 
by a change from company to regimental promotion. 
But if we live simply for the present, and hold out no 
inducements for the future, we are going backward in- 
stead of forward. What we want for the ranks of our 
Army are young men of intelligence and good charac- 
ter, with some liking for a military life. To obtain 
these, certainly the inducement of a fair and just pro- 
motion should be offered. Two comrades of equal 
merit might enlist at one and the same time in the same 
regiment, and by the mere ‘accident of assignment to 
companies, one might far outstrip the other in the mat- 
ter of promotion. 

There is far too little regimental esprit du corps nowa- 
days—companies are so scattered, and seem to exist but 
for themselves. The old regimental pride is not so 
strong as it used to be, and we should like to see it 
restored to its full vigor. 

Those who have attained their sergeants’ stripes 
already will not be affected by a change of system, and 
it is only in the interest of these to succeed them that 
we call attention to a matter which seems to us of mo- 
ment in the regimental economy. 








Tue Boston 7ranscript asks: ‘‘ Why, when we have 
an overflowing treasury, should we not appropriate 
twenty millions a year to the increase of our fleet, and 
as many more to complete the defences of the coast 
and to protect our great maritime ports?” ‘‘ Twenty 
of our naval officers,” it adds, ‘‘can be employed to 
advantage to study what other nations are doing; 
schools of instruction can be training the young for 
stokers, engineers and every department of the service, 
for procuring the best guns and forts and ships, and 
learning to handle and use them. Surely, at no period 
of our history were the times more propitious for these 
precautions, or when such expenditures could be more 
economically or judiciously made for the renewal of 
our maritime industries, for the preservation of our 
manufacturing occupations and of our home market for 
cattle or corn, or to regain for us oar rightful place on 
the ocean.” 








As we read these wise, as well as generous words, of 
our Boston contemporary, a private letter from a 
young naval officer is handed us, in which he says: 
‘The prospect of the young naval officer of to-day is 
absolutely a sterile one. If he has higher aims than to 
become professionally prominent in the entangling and 
petty jealousies incident to a rusty and neglected service; 
if he has bolder ambitions than those that a long peace 
in an insecure training has made impossible, he must 
get out of the rut of dull, and to him aimless routine, 
and while not forgetting or sneering at the advantages 
his position guarantees, seek broader fields for the 
exercise and development of thought and of study. 
The history of naval prominence in time of peace has 
always been a non-professional history. Ido not wish 
to argue against professional devotion—but the world’s 
stage is a broad one, the ranks of my service are crowded 
ones—why should not some of us be actors? always 
under the Flag that protects us and represents our 
education.” 

No nation which would be great can afford to 
wholly shut out from a career the class of ambitious 
young men whose natural aptitudes fit them for a 


they have no place in American civilization would, if 
carried to its legitimate conclusion, destroy that civiliza- 
tion altogether ; putting an end to all occupations except 
, that of the tiller of the soil. The wealth and the great- 
, ness Of modern nations is the direct result of a multipli- 
| cation of employments which offers the largest possible 
scope to the greatest variety of individual talents, and while 
there is a tendency among any given class of laborers to 
undervalue the occupation of others, it is hard to say 
which of all our diverse industries is the most imp»rt- 
ant. Absorbed with other interests the country is in 
danger of forgetting how essential the military spirit 
has been to its past development, and how important it 
is to its future progress. 








Tue pardon of Sergeant John A. Mason, which comes 
this week, was not, as some of the daily papers are en- 
deavoring to show, ‘‘a concession to public opinion,” 
but an act of grace to a man whose record previous to 
the breach of discipline for which he was condemned 
was a goodone. We stated some time ago that when 
in the opinion of the President the proper time had 
come for the exercise of the clemency he refused to 
grant in answer to public clamor, Mason would be par- 
doned. He has, we understand, been a most exem- 
plary prisoner, and the unwise zeal in his behalf has 
been the chief obstacle in the way of the President’s 
action. Asit has resulted in a contribution of $8,000 
for the benefit of Mason’s family, 1t has had its com- 
pensation, for him at least. 

His pardon was proper enough considering merely 
as an act of clemency toward a soldier of long ser- 
vice and good previous record, who had been betrayed, 
under unusual excitement, into a breach of discipline. 
Unfortunately, Mason’s conduct, since his release, indi- 
cates that the President was mistaken in supposing this 
to be his case. So far from showing any appreciation 
of the clemency extended to him, he is full of com- 
plaint of the injustice of his sentence and the punish- 
ment he has received already. Some of the papers 
catch up and enlarge upon what he has to say on this 
subject in a spirit which shows a singular lack of ap- 
preciation of the real gravity of his offence. Mason’s 
present talk, taken in connection with the circumstances 
of his case, indicate that in his cowardly attack upon 
an unarmed prisoner he counted, and not without rea- 
son, upon being protected, by a misguided public senti- 
ment, from the consequences of his gross breach of dis- 
cipline. As it has turned out, it is greatly to be re- 
gretted that President Arthur did not leave Mason 
where he was, instead of releasing him to be exhibited 
about the country as a martyr to patriotism. 








CoLonEt and Assistant Surgeon-General Robert Mur- 
ray, who was, on the 23d of November, appointed Sur- 
geon-General with the rank of Brigadier-Generai, is an 
officer of long and distinguished service in his corps, 
and, with the exception of Colonel Baxter, the ranking 
otficer of the Medical Corps. He has for some time 
past been Medical Director on the staff of Major-Gen- 
eral Hancock, at Governor’s Island, and 1s an officer of 
large professional experience in and out of the Army. 
He was appointed an Assistant Surgeon,in 1846, and 
though now a little over sixty-one years of age is especi- 
ally vigorous, both mentally and physically. His ap- 
pointment is in accordance with the opinion as to the 
probabilities which was expressed in the JourNaL of 
October 27th. Whatever objection might be urged 
against following the rule of seniority so literally as to 
promote an officer of fifteen years less service than Dr. 

Murray, no sufficient reason was shown why he should 
be passed over because of the personal preferences ex- 
pressed in behalf of others, and President Arthur has 
made a selection which ought to be acceptable to the 
Army in general and the Medical Corps in particular. 

General Murray arrived in Washington on Tuesday 
last, and on the following morning assumed his new 
duties. The affairs of the office were left in such ex- 
cellent condition by his predecessor, the late Surgeon-- 
General Crane, that no difficulty was experienced by 
him in becoming acquainted with the details of the de- 
partment. Many officers and friends called upon him 

during the week to pay their respects and tender their 
congratulations. It is generally expected that Dr. 

Sutherland will succeed Dr. Murray as assistant sur- 

geon-general, though it is said that Col. Baxter wants 

the place and will make a strong effort to secure it in 

order to be in the line of promotion when Col. Murray 

retires, three years hence. The appointment will not 

be made until the recently appointed Surgeon-General 

has been confirmed. 


Tse Army and Navy enjoyed Thanksgiving Day, in 
their usual quiet manner, thankful for present benefits 
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and hopeful of a brighter future. 
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As the result of the disaster to Hicks Pasha, the or- 
der withdrawing the British troops from Egypt has 
been countermanded, the British East Indian squadron 
has been directed to rendezvous at Suakim, where it is 
to be re-enforced by gunboats from the Mediterranean, 
and the Viceroy of Iodia has been advised that a con- 
tingent from the British Indian army may again be 
needed in Egypt. On Saturday, the 10th of Nov- 
ember orders were issued by the Horse Guards for the 
return of the following troops: The C battery B brig- 
ade Royal Horse Artillery, the 19th Hussars, the 5th 
battery 1st brigade Scottish Division Royal Artillery, 
the 26th company Royal Engineers and the 1st bat- 
talion Koyal Sussex Regiment, the 2d battalion Duke 
of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, the half of the 1st bat- 
talion of the Royal West Kent Regiment, and the 
Cameron Highlanders. The following were to remain 
at Alexandria: The I battery and 2d brigade and the 
6th battery 1st brigade Scottish Division Royal Artil- 
lery, the 17th company Royal Engineers, the Ist bat- 
talion Royal Highlanders, the 3d battalion King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps, and the 1st battalion Gordon Highlanders. 

Advices from Algeria state that there is great agita- 
tion among the native tribes, the reported success of 
El Mahdi in the Soudan jhaving aroused the Mussul- 
man fanaticism. It is also said that E] Mahdi’s emissa- 
ries are traversing Tunis. The Governor-General is 
urging upon the French Government the necessity of 
retaining a strong military force in Algeria. 








Two of six floating batteries ordered by the Chinese 
Government have been launched at Shanghai. They 
are two-decker wooden vessels, 36 and 136 by 12 feet 
deep, having on the upper deck a wooden turret, carry- 
ing three 12-ton Armstrongs. ‘I'here are no masts nor 
sails, nor propelling power of any kind, so that theycan 
only be towed from place to place, the object being to 
have them moored in positions suitable for the deferce 
of the great marine highway to the centre of China—the 
Yargtsze. At Foochow Arsenal the iron-plated sea- 
going war ship launched some months ago is nearly 
ready to be commissioned. She is of 1,600 tons, 2,000 
horse-power, and will carry some heavy Krupp guns, 
in addition to the latest torpedo apparatus. A sister 
ship is under construction at the same place. Of the 
Chinese vessels-of-war building at the Vulcan Company’s 
yard, near Stettin, the ironclad Chen Yuen is already 
completely arn.ored, and it is expected that she will be 
ready for commission by the end of November. The 
launch of the large deck-armored cruiser is to take 
place this month, instead of the end of December, as 
was at first proposed. Four torpedo boats are nearly 
ready to undergo their trials, and a large steam dred¢er, 
likewise in course of construction for the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, is also rapidly approachivg completion. 








A NAVAL general court-martial bas been ordered to 
convene at the Navy Yard, Boston, on Monday, De- 
cember 3, for the trial of Captain Andrew W. Johnson 
and Lieut. Charles A. Stone of the Navy. The court 
will be composed as follows: Commodores William G. 
Temple, Francis A. Roe, Ed. Y. McCauley, William T. 
Truxtun, Jas. E. Jouett, and T. Scott Fillebrown, and 
Captains George E. Belknap, Jas. A. Greer, and Wm. 
P. McCann. Lieutenant Samuel C. Lemly will be 
judge advocate. The charges are preferred jointly— 
being culpable negligence and inefficiency in the per- 
formance of duty. The specification is, briefly, that, 
on the 15th of October, 1883, between the hours of 4 
and 6 p. M., at sea, Johnson commanding, and being 
officer of the deck -of the U. 8S. 8. Powhatan, they, 
severally, by their culpable negligence and inefficiency, 
allowed that vessel to come in collision with the bark 
Druid, of Nova Scotia, damaging the latter so greatly 
that it became necessary to transfer her officers and 
crew to the Powhatan, and tow the wreck into port. 








Ture seems to be no ground for the reports that the 
new helmets which have recently been adopted for 
Army officers have proven unsatisfactory. No general 
complaint regarding them has been reveived at the 
Quartermaster-General’s office, and there are no new 
designs under consideration there. It is true that there 
are occasional objections as to details. For instance, 
many of the older officers prefer the spike instead of 
the plume, while the younger officers are in favor of the 
plume. At the suggestion of Lieutenant Constantine 
Chase, a helmet is being made in Philadelphia with a 
little chain to relieve the bare front, which will be sub- 
mitted to the War Department. The‘opinion of the 
Quartermaster-General is that so long as we follow the 
style of headwear adopted by the leading military 
power of Europe there will be no objection of conse- 
quence from the wearers, 


A PAPER, by Lieutenant R. 8. Lowry, R. N., on the 
subject of ‘‘Coaling Ships or Squadrons on the Open 
Sea,” published in the ‘‘ Journal of the United Service 
Institution,” grapples with a problem which is of par- 
ticular and special interest to us, for the question of the 
proper method to supply our ships with coalin the 
event of hostilities with any maritime power is one that 
would tax all our ingenuity for its solution. Mr. Lowry 
proposes to have the coal loaded in what he terms 
carriers, made of steel, with a capacity of one ton, and 
an air chamber suflicient in size to float this load even 
if wet: the carriers to be secured to a hawser on board 
the steam collier and in this way hauled alongside the 
vessel to be coaled, and then hoisted aboard. The plan 
is very ingenious, but it seems to have met with but 
little favor, owing to the great loss of space on board 
the collier, in stowing a reasonable number of the car- 
riers, as well as to the inherent difficulty of managing 
them in a seaway. 








Carr. Rromarps Barnett, Asst. Surgeon, U. 8. A., 
arrived in Washington last Sunday morning from 
Columbus Barracks, Ohio, under charge of Capt. Mason 
Carter, 5th Inf., and on the following day was taken to 
the St. Elizabeth Hospital, the Government Insane 
Asylum. Dr. Barnett, while studying for his appear- 
ance before the Army Medical Board at New York, for 
examination for promotion, found himself obliged, from 
overwork, to resort to the use of opiates. After having 
passed his brilliant examination, the habit of using 
opiates grew upon him to such an extent that he be- 
came mentally unfitted for duty; but it is thought by 
his medical friends/that he will be restored to full health 
after a few months‘of treatment at the asylum. Capt. 
Carter left Washington Monday evening to return to 
duty at Columbus. : 








So.vigrs who served under the ‘‘ Stars and Bars” 
might have imagined themselves present at a reunion of 
the Army of Northern Virginia if they had listened to 
the heartiness with which a call for cheers for the 
“‘ Confederate Army ” was responded to at the reunion 
of the War Veterans of the Seventh Regiment at Del- 
monico’s on Saturday night last. The cheers were 
suggested by astory General Molineux tuld of the cour- 
tesy shown to him by some Confederate officers with 
whom he exchanged prisoners under a flag of truce. 
After the exchange had been completed a note was 
handed from an orderly of his who was a prisoner that 
had not been included in the exchange. He asked the 
Confederate Commissioners what could be done for 
him. The reply was: ‘ Molineux, we like you and we 
will make you a present of your orderly, but if you can 
give us two or three reams of that fine letter paper you 
have, and a couple of bottles of whiskey, we will call it 
a square desl, if you will.” 








Tue court-martial convened at Boston, before which 
Ensign Guy W. Brown was tried, found him guilty of 
culpable inefficiency in the performance of duty—al- 
lowing the Pinta to collide with the brig Tally Ho, and 
sentenced him to be suspended from rank and duty for 
one year, to retain his present position on the Navy 
Register, and be reprimanded in public orders of the 
Secretary of the Navy. The Secretary has approved the 
sentence, announced it to Ensign Brown, and will 
shortly issue the necessary reprimand. 








Tue Arizona Miner administers a few stinging words 
of reproof to some of its contemporaries for their efforts 
to deride the services of the Army in that region. It 
says: ‘Since Arizona has become a Territory at least 
twenty or thirty officers of the Regular Army have 
been killed, and fully as many wounded, in the defence 
of its people; and it is rather disgusting to see the 
editors of supposed leading dailies insulting a class of 
public servants, who have not the strong political pro- 
tection that many far less worthy public servants have.” 








Tue Department Commanders in their recent annual 
reports again bring up the question of substituting civ- 
ilian clerks at Division and Department Headquarters 
for the present system of ‘‘ General Service” clerks. 
The bill introduced for that purpose last year failed, for 
some reason or other, but it is to be hoped that at the 
coming session better success may attend an effort cer- 
tainly in the direction of efficiency, economy, and, 
more than all, justice.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


In the case of W. W. Wirt, an applicant for appointment 
as superintendent of a national cometery, who claimed that 
he was eligible to such appointment by reason of gervice in 
the quartermaster’s volunteers, an organization employed 
sbout the defences of Washington at the time of Early’s 
raid, the Adjutant General has decided that the organiza. 
tion known as the quartermaster’s volunteers cannot be con- 
sidered as being a portion of the military establishment of 
the United States during the late war. 

Major F. H. Bates, U. 8. A., retired, has been designated 
by the Commissioners of the District of Columbia as Com. 
mandant of the High School Cadet Corps of Washington, 
The corps numbers nearly a hundred, and is fully uniformed 
and equipped. 

A story is told of Secretary of tho Treasury Folger, to 
the effect that he promised an appoiutment in the Army toa 
young friend of one of his personal friends in Monroe (o,, 
New York State. After seeing the President, he wrote his 
friend: ‘‘ Before the dandelions blot with gold the springing 
grass in the meadows of Monroe County, your young friend 
will have a nomination.” Time passed by rapidly, and the 
young man waited impatiently for the coveted commission, 
The snow began to disappear, and spring was near at band 
when Judge Folger was one morning forcibly reminded of 
his former promise by the receipt of a small envelope from 
Monroe County inclosing a fresh, full-blown dandelion. He 
appreciated keenly the fact that the joke was upon him, and 
most heartily did he laugh over it. The dandelion, how- 
ever, accomplished its mission, and the matter was again 
preseed upon the attention of the President, and within a 
short time the Secretary was enabled to forward notice that 
the appointment had been made, together with a Washing- 
ton dandelion, which he said had not been raised in a hol 
house. 

Lieutenant-General Sheridan has returned to Washington, 
from Chicago, and is at his office inthe Department every 
day, as usual. He has bad his suite of office rooms enlarged 
by the addition of the two rooms formerly occupied by the 
Record Division of the War of 1812, which has been removed 
to the western end of the corridor. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has made a de- 
cision of much interest to the Army and the Navy in the 
zase of Edward L. Keyes, appellant, vs. the United States, 
on appeal from tke Court of Claims. The appellant in this 
case was a lieutenant in the United States Army, and was 
tried by Court-martial in February, 1877, and sentenced to 
dismissal from the service. One of the charges against him 
was preferred by Colonel Merritt, who testified as a witness 
in support of that charge, and who at the time was a mem- 
ber of the court. The President approved the sentence dis- 
missing Keyes, and two month's later made au appointment 
to fill his place, which was subsequently confirmed by the 
Senate. Keyes brought the present suit in the Court «f 
Claims to recover pay since 1877, upon the ground that the 
proceedings of the Court-martial were vitiated by the action 
of one of its members, Ool. Merritt, in preferring charges, 
testifying as a witness, and sitting as a member of the 
court ; that in consequence of this irregularity he (the com- 
plainant) was not dismissed from the service, and the Presi- 
dent had no power to make an appointment to fill his place. 
This court holds, first, that the President has the power to 
supersede or remove an officer of the Army by appointing 
another to take his place, by and'with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. Such power was not withdrawn by the pro- 
vision of the act of July 13, 1866 (now embraced in Section 
1229 Revised Statutes), that ‘no officer in the military or 
naval service, shall in time of peace be dismissed from 
service, except upon and in pursuance jof the sentence of & 
Court-martial to that effect, or in commutation thereof ;” 
second, that where a Court-martial has cognizanco of the 
charges made and has jurisdiction! of the person of the ac 
cused, its sentence is valid when questioned collaterally, #l- 
though irregularities or errors are alleged to have occurred 
in its proceedings, in that the prosecutor was a member 
of the court anda witness on the trial. No opinion is ¢x- 
pressed as to the propriety of such proceedings. The judg- 
ments of the Court of Claims is affirmed. Justice Field did 
not sit in the caseor take part inthe decision. Justice 
Blatchford read the opinion of the court. ;

less to protect them. Great confidence is felt in Commo- 
dore Davis, but it is to be regretted that none of the ranking 
officers would be induced to leave their pleasant shore duties 
for this detail.” 

The same correspondent says: ‘‘ Another determined ef- 
fort will be made this winter to place Fitz-John Porter on the 
retired list. The bill went through the Senate last winter 
and is likely to so again. At that time Senators Sewell, 
Hoarand Don Cameron voted with the Democrats for his 
restoration, Senator Sherman refrained from voting be- 
cause he did not wish to antagonize the rest of the Repub- 
licans, and would not vote against Mr. Porter. Mahone was 
excused on the ground that it was a delicate thing for an 
ex-rebel to decide on such a case. With these five retaining 
their position of last winter, the measure will easily pass the 
Senate’ It cannot fail in the Democratic House, and Gen, 
Grant's ixfluence with the President is thought to be strong 
enough to secure his signature, Gen. Fremont’s friends 
are also likely to endeayor to have him put on tho retired 
list With the rank of Major-General. He is very needy.”

THE NAVAL ACADEMY, 


In bis annual report Capt. Ramsay, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, states that of the fitty-four cadets who 
completed the four years’ course in June last, six completed 
the course ‘* with distinction” and eighteen “‘ with credit.” 
Thirty-five entered as cadet midshipmen aud nineteen as 
cadet engineers. 

Under the new system of educating all the cadets alike 
the number of studies pursued during the four years’ course 
is the same as in the course pursued in 1881-82, except drop- 
ping out theoretical naval architecture (which was an elect- 
ive study), but the studies have been so arranged as to re- 
duce the number during the first year one study in each 
term ; during the second year one study in the-first and two 
in the second term ; during the third year five studies in each 
term, and during the fourth year one additional study in the 
first term, but four less in the second term. It is believed 
that this change will be beneficjal to the vadets. 

A brief allusion is made to the summer cruise and to the 
disturbance in January last, the details of which were given 
in a previous report. The cadets retained at the Academy 
during the summer months were daily instructed in mechan- 
ical work in the steam engineering shops and in running and 
managing steam launches, and were also instructed in the 
management of pivot guns. Ten cadets of the third class 
(seven of whom were dismissed and three otherwise pun- 
ished) were found guilty in September last by a Court-mar- 
tial of ‘‘hazing cadets of the fourth class on board of the 
Constellation during the summer cruise.” 

Necessary repairs have been made to the pullic Luildings 
as far as practicable during the year ; the walis of the house 
known as the superintendent's quarters have been rebuilt 
and roofed in ; the armory building has been completed ; 
the roof of the large hospital building on “the farm” has 
been repaired ; the old frame buildings formerly used as the 
armory and the bakery have bcen taken down; the bridge 
across College Oreek has been thoroughly repaired ; a sea- 
wall has been built partially around the naval cemetery to 
protect the banks; the drill and parade ground has been 
filled in, graded and sodded; the drainage has received 
much attention, and the sewer under the lower cadet quar- 
ters has been removed. 

The uniform of the cadets, which has heretofore been 
made by contract, is now all made at the Academy under the 
direct supervision of the storekeeper. Besides a reduction 
in price, uniformity in cut, fit, color, and quality is obtained. 

Ninety-four candidates for admission presented themselves 
in May last and 120 in September. Of this number one de- 
clined appointment, five withdrew, one was refused examina- 
tion for being of tad moral character, sixty-nine failed to 
pass the required mental examination, and thirty-three were 
found physically deficient. ‘the phyeical defects of ten were 
waived by the Department. 

One hundred and fifteen were admitted and appointed na- 
val cadets. The great advantage gained by those cadeis of 
the fourth class who entered in time for the summer prac- 
tice cruise causes me to renew my recommendation that all 
candidates for admission to the Academy shall be directed to 
report for examination on the 15th of May in each year. It 
is also recommended that members of Congress shall be 
notified as soon ag’ vacancies may occur, and of vacancies 
that will occur, in order that persons may be selected for ap- 
pointment in time to prepare for examination. 

In this connection, it is suggested that it would be benefi- 
cial to the Navy and to the cadets, if the law of August 5, 
1882, should be so modified that the selection of cadets who 
are to fill vacancies in the lower grades of the lines and En- 
gineer Corps of the Navy and of the Marine Corps, shall be 
made upon the completion of the four years’ course instead 
of upon the completion of the six years’ course. 

This change would send to sea in the cruising ships only 
cadets to be retained in the service, and would give the Navy 
a more efficient corps of junior officers. Many of the cadets, 
while performing the two years’ service afloat, know that 
they will not be retained in the Navy, and they naturally 
feel little or no interest in their duties. 

I beg leave to again respectiully call your attention to the 
great disparity in pay of those final graduates who, after 
completing the six years’ couree, are assigned to the lower 
grades of the line and Engineer Corps of the Navy and of 
the Marine Corps. When at sea an ensign (junior grade) 
receives $1,000 per annum, an assistant engineer $1,700 per 
annum, and a 2d lieutenant of marines grate) per annum. 





When on shore duty an ensign (junior le) recelyes $800 


per annum, an assistant engineer $1,400 per annum, and a 
2d lieutenant of marines $1,400 per annum. 

The first assignment of final graduates under the law of 
August 5, 1882, was made in June last: seven were assigned 
as ensigns (junior grade), three as assistant engineers, and 
ten as 2d lieutenants in the Marine Corps. An examination 
of the Navy Register will show that, at the present rate of 
promotion, it will be at least fifteen years before the senior 
graduate assigned to the line can receive the same rate of 
pay per annum as was at once received by those members of 
his class who were assigned to the Engineer Corps and to 
the Marine Corps. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Proresson Jonn CoLvett’s Geological Report of Indiana 
for the Year 1880 states that the mastodon was in existence 
in North America much more recently than is generally sup- 

ed. Thirty individual specimens have been discovered in 

ndiana, almost always in marshes, ponds, or other mi 

places, indicating at once the cause of the death of the ani- 
mal and the preservation of the bones from decay. In the 
bed of miry clay where one mastodon was found a multitude 
of molluscs was collected. These mol!uscs prevail all over 
the States of Illinois and Indiana, and parts of Michigan, 
and show conclusively, says Prof. Collett, that the ammal 
and vegetable life, and consequently climate, are the same 
-— as when this mastodon sank in his grave of mire and 
clay. 

No. 5, volume 9, ‘‘ Proceedings of the OU. 8. Naval Insti- 
tnte,” will be read with interest. It leads off with the excel- 
lent and exhaustivo article on ‘‘ War Schools,” by Commo- 
dore 8. B. Luce, U.8. N. The Naval Observatory, Naval 
Academy, Experimental Battery, and Torpedo Station, and 
their valuable wards, are referred to, and Commodore Luce 
does not forget our efficient Army schools at Fort Monroe, 
Fort Leavenworth, and Willet’s Point. Next comes an arti- 
cle on ‘Naval Intelligence,” by Ensign Chas. CO. Rogers, 
U. 8. N., which covers a large field, both at home and abroad. 
Lieut. Nathan Sargent, U. 8. N., contributes his article on 
“The Evolutions of Courts-Martial,” in which be traces 
their gradual development from the Middle Ages to the pres- 
ent time. Next follows ‘‘Water Line Defence and Gun 
Shields for Cruisers,” by P. A. Engineer N. B, Clark, U.8.N.; 
**Notes on the Literature of Explosives,” by Professor C, E. 
Munroe, U. 8. N., and ‘‘ Deck Chart Board,” by Lieut, A. 
Ross, U.S. N. The number concludes with a series of inter- 
esting professional notes and bibliographic notices, 

Mr. E. Y. Smalley contributes an excellent personal sketch 
of General Sheridan’s life to the current number of the 
“Century.” 

No. 70 of Van Nostrand’s Science Series contains a serics 
of lectures on Explosive Materials, delivered before the Col- 
lege of France, by P. E. Berthelet; 2 short sketch of gun- 
powder, translated from the German by Karl Brown by 
Lieut. John P. Wisser, U. 8. A., and a bibliography of works 
on explosives. 

Messrs. G. P. Putnam’s Sons have published a new edition 
of Roosevelt's ‘‘Naval War of 1812,” to which has been ad- 
ded a chapter on the “Battle of New Orleans,” together with 
some other data of interest. We have already noticed Mr. 
Roosevelt’s admirable history at length. In preparing it the 
author has made intelligent use of the works of French 
writers who were naturally more able to consider our naval 
contest of 1812 from an iwpartial point of view than the con- 
temporary writers of either America or England. Mr. Roose- 
yelt quotes the following from Capt. Jarren de la Graviére 
as the best criticism onthe war. After speaking of the 
heavier metal and greater number of men of the American 
ships, Captain Graviére says : 

“And yet only an enormous superiority in the precision and 
rapidity of their fire can explain the diff-rence in the losses sus- 
tained by the combatants. . . Nor was the skill of their 
gunners the only causs to which the Americans owed their suc- 
cess. Their ships were faster; the crews, posed of chosen 
men, manoeuvred with uniformity and precision; their captains 
had that practical knowledge which is only to be acquired by 
long experience of the sea; and it is not to be wondered at that 
the Consfitulion when chased duriog three days by a squadron 
of five English frigates, succeeded in escaping by surpassing 
them in manoeuvring and by availing herself of every ingenious 
resource and skiliul expedient thst maritime science could sug- 
gest. . . . Toa marine exalted by success, but rendered neg- 
ligent by the very habit of victory, :the Cengress only opposed 
the best of vesseis, and most formidable of armaments.” 

Marie Antoinette, by Sarah Tylter, is the latest of the 
“New Plutarch” Series of lives of those who have made the 
history of the world, of which Walter Besant is the editor. 
Miss Tylter is an oxperienced literary _worker, and she bas 
produced a fresh and very attractive biography of her eub- 
ject, whom she has treated as a woman and a queen, and 
not merely as a part of the history of the French Revolu- 
tion. Though the volume is a small one, it is not marred 
by dry brevity, or any painful attempt at condensation, but 
is a very complete, systematical, accurate, and graceful 
sketch of the life of one of the most fascinating aud most 
unfortunate women of history. 

We have received a pamphlet putlished by the widow of 
Lieut. Lambert 8. Palmer, U. 8. N., which brings once more 
before us the sad circumstances of the loss of the Huron, of 
which vessel Lieut. Palmer was the Navigating Officer. 

Although six years have el since that disaster, the 
events connected with it are still fresh in the minds of many5 
It will be remembered that the Court of Inquiry which was 
ordered to discover, if possible, the causes which Jed to that 
shipwreck, not only censured the Captain, but held that the 
Navigating Officer was also rerponsible for not taking the 
back bearings of Currituck Lignt. That he undoubtedly did 
take those back bearings the writer of the pamphlet abund- 
antly proves by the record of that court itself, of which re- 
vord she appends a copy. Mrs. Palmer states that all the 
facts in the case have been repeatedly brought t o the notice 
of the Department during the past six years, and that she 
has fallen back upon the publication of a pamphlet as the 
only means left her of making known her busband’s inno- 
cence of the neglect of duty imputed to him by the court. 

In the minds of those who knew him personally the me- 
mory of Lieut. Palmer has not suffered from the reflection 
cast upon him; it is, however, only a piece of justice, which 
is as surely due to the dead as to the living, that the truth 
should be made known to the Navy generally. We are, in- 
deed, glad that tardy justice should be done the memory of 
this officer, whose life and death bore such ample evidence 
of devotion to duty, while we cannot but regret that the tack 
should have been left for his widow to accomplish, as well as 
the fact that, for so many years, those efforts have been ur- 
availing. After disposing of the matter of the bearings of 
Currituck Light, attention is called to a siugular misappre- 
hension, by the court, of the testimony of an important wit- 
ness, from which it is made clear that while the commander 
of the Huron was furnished witb[a table of the deviations of 
the compasses of the J/uron on an even keel, no information 
was given him of the very ——— heeling error, nor

even to the mounted troops receiving more pay 
the dismounted; and make it as certain that every de- 
serter will be caught and classified as if he were a thief. 
Then it may be well to give an honorable exit for those 
who find the service unendurable at the close of each 
year’s service by commuting the service due at an 
established rate. And educate and pay your non com- 
missioned officers, so that they are the evident superi- 
ors of the men they command, and will not have to re- 
men, or knock down profanity, of 
which there are still remnants in the service.

FORMATION OF THE NAVY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In looking over some ot the old issues of the Army 
anv Navy Journal, I read a few letters written in re- 
gard to the existence of the Revenue Marine, prior to 
the formation of the Navy, and for the writer’s benefit, 
and others who have read the series of letters above 
mentioned, I have made a brief synoptical sketch of the 
birth, early history, and administration of the Naval 
Establishment.

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THE EVACUATION DAY PARADE. 


rk and the suburbs were awakened on Mon- 
day, November 26th, by the echoes of simultaneous sa- 
1 ad of twenty-one guns fired from Governor's Island 
aa the fleet of the North Atlantic Squadron in the harbor. 
The sun, whose advent was to be announced by the boom of 
these guns, however, preferred not to make his appearance, 
nd remained hidden behind an impenetrable vail of dark 
oad threatening clouds in spite of the fair weather prophe- 
ies of the N. Y. Herald. The morning was raw and cold, 
“a the weather prospect so decidedly dismal that those who 
intended to take active part in the Celebration, whether 
called by duty or inclination, needed their whole store of pa- 
triotism to remain jolly under the circumstances. The fleet, 
however, promptly dressed up in “rainbow fashion,” the 
Tist Regiment, N. Y. State troops, hoisted a flag and sounded 
the reveille on the Washington Building, near the Battery, 
and in spite of clouds and threatening storm the day was 
ushered in with all the pomp due to the occasion. 

New York hud been preparing for the celebration for seve- 
ral days, and the public as well as many private buildings 
were decorated with flags and other insignia, vehicles and 
horses were adorned with the National colors, and this d- 
ded variety to the brilliant scene. Troops moved to their 
rendezvous in the upper part of the city, where the parade 
formed at an early hour, and from ail sides resounded the 
clang of bands and drum corps. An impatient crowd, which 
was not to be deterred by storm or rain, and which num- 
bered hundreds of thousands, lined the walks, the steps, the 
windows, and every available spot from which a glance of 
the procession might be obtained from 59th street all the 
way down the line of march to the Battery, and remained 
until the last vestige of the parade had passed. 

About the time the procession started it began to rain, 
not a heavy shower, buta steady soaking drizzle, which, 
thanks to their frequent teari.g up by corporations, soon 
transferred the streets into a slippery mass of mud and pud- 
dies, rendering the marching of the troops extremely diffi- 
cult, if not positively distressing. It was a day which caused 
every man not in ranks to thank his Creator that he was 
not a soldier—and under the circumstances too much credit 
cannot be given to either Regulars or National Guard for 
the excellent manner in which they acquitted themselves, 
and for the fine appearance they preserved down to the end 
of the parade. The condition of muskets and uniforms 
after a three hours’ tramp/‘n a steady rain, generally at right 
shoulder arms, can be appreviated by those who understand 
such matters. 

Ahead of the whole rode the Grand Marshal, General John 
Cochrane, in full uniform, followed by a mounted corps of 
staff and aids, sufficient in numbers for a Russian Emperor. 
Some of them had had the foresight to provide themselves 
with capes, and these cast occasionally glances of pity at 
the others who, like the foolish virgins, had neglected to 
provide themselves in advance, and were drenched to the 
skin by the time the Battery was reached. 

They were followed by the lst Troop of the Philadelphia 
City Cavalry, under the command of Bvt. Brig. General E. 
Burd Grubb, eight fours, a fine, handsomely uniformed 
and well mounted body of men, who certainly deserved a 
more favorable occasion to show themselves to advan-

tage. 

General Richard H, Jackson, U. 8. A., nounted on a pon- 
derous steed, with a steady, determined pace, who evident- 
ly intended not to lose his equanimity, theu appeared at 
the head of the Ist Division, followed by the Regulars and 
Marines, to whom on this occasion the head of the proces- 
sion was accorded as escort to the President and distin- 
tiugushed guests. 

These troops were in full uniform, and, to the surprise 

of everybody, without overcoats. They must have suffered 
severely from the drenching they got. They marched, how- 
ever, in good shape, with steady alignments and well pre- 
served distances and “filled the bill” in every respect. There 
were three companies of Engineers from Willet’s Point, un- 
der Capt. J. H. Willard, foot batteries A (from Governor’s 
Island) and B, L and M (from Fort Hamilton), commanded 
by Brevet Col. A. C. Wildrick, of the 5th Artillery—and 3 
companies of Marines under command of Bvt. Lieut.-Col. 
Chas. Heywood, of the Marine Corps. All these had fronts 
of 16 files and did as well as was possible under the circum- 
stances. Light Battery F, 5th Artillery, from Fort Hamil- 
ton, under command of Byt. Major W. F. Randolph, with 
four pieces, wound up the Regular continge:t.

The regiment marched exceptionally well, the alignments 
were straight, the companies solid, the rear ranks well 
closed up at all times, and the step unusually firm and even, 
in spite of the discouraging condition of the pavement. 

The 8th, Col. George D. Scott, at the head, turned out 
small, but made an unusually pleasing picture with their 
red blankets rolled on the knapsacks, which set off their gray 
overcoats to perfection. They were accompanied by their 
guests, the 4th and 11th separate companies, which turned 
out with sixteen files front. The appearance of the whole 
command except as to numbers ‘vas very satisfactory. 

The 69th, which followed the 7th, turned out well, having 
elevea commands of sixteen files, and marching unusually 
well, Col. Cavanagh rode at the head, and as the troubles 
of the regiment have now been officially settled, it is to be 
hoped that extra exertions will be made to raise the regi- 
ment to the rank which it should hold in the Guard, and 
with proper management this could soon be effected.

The 3d Battery (Gatling), Capt. H. 8S. Rasquin, with blue 
overcoats and red capes, was the best looking National Guard 
artillery organization in the procession—a fact for which 
Capt. Hesquin deserves credit. 

Col. Austen, although he stated differently at the late in- 
spection, still rode at the head of the 13th, which showed a 
strength of 11 commands of 16 files. Their marching was 
excellent, but the gray overcoat and white crossbelts de- 
tracted from their appearance. The cadet uniform is far 
superior to that of the regiment proper. We hope that the 
13th may soon succeed in obtaining the State service uni- 
form. The cadets manned and hauled the mountain how- 
itzer battery. 

The 14th with 14 files front, also, in gray overcoats and 
white cross belts was the last regiment of the 2d Division.

GENERAL ORDER NO. 30. 

The fullowing instructions will bs observe! by the vessels un- 
der my command in New York Harbor on Monday, Novenber 
26, 1883, the centennial anniversary of the evacuation of New 
York City by the British forces : 

At suprise each vessel will dress ship ‘‘rainbow fashion,” 
with the natioaal ensign st each masthead, and fire a salute of 
twenty-one guns, 

There will be a river parade of the steam vessels of New York 
at half-past nine a.m. The procession of vessels, headed by the 
flagship Sam Sloan, will start trom Bedloe’s Isiand, steam up the 
North River on the New Jersey side, then down on the New York 
side, and thence into the East River. 

When the flagsbip Sam Sloin passes the Tennessee in going 
down the North River on the New York side, each ship will man 
yards by signal and fire a salute of twenty-one guns. Themen 
will “lay in ’ and “dowu from aloit ’’ with the Tennessee. 

A statue of Washington isto be unveiled in New York City 
about eleven a. M., and each vessel will be prepared at this hour 
to fire a salute of twenty-one guns upon sigasl from the Ten- 
nessee. 

At sunset each vessel will fire a salute of twenty-one guns, haul 
down c.lors and undress ship at iast gun. Salutes will be fired 
with broadside guns, it practicabie. Each salute will commence 
with the first guu frum the Jennessee, and end with the last gun 
from that vessel. Great care will be taxen to prevent acci

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


COMPANY DRILLS. 


Tue maxim, ‘ Business before pleasure,” which is sup- 
posed to govern, finds its exception among the companies 
compri-ing the organizations of the let and 21 divisions of 
the Kew ork Nativnal Guard. Here the very opposite prin- 
ciple seems to rule, One would naturally look for a military 
organization in its drill hall, but such au idea is a fallacy, of 
which anybody can convince himself by a visit to any of our 
armories, except, of course, the few where strict attention to 
business and punctuality are still made the first require- 
ments. Instead of a company hard at work, he will find a 
couple of squads, from five to seven fil:s strong, worrying 
through their task, which has become wearisome from its 
everlasting menotony. There is little or no attempt at in- 
struction or improvement at many of these so-called drills, 
and the only desire which pervades both instructors and men 
alike is to see the hand of the clock point out the time for 
* knocking off.” This is the condition of affairs, deplorable 
but true. We have been assured by a prominent officer of 
the 2d Division that he has seen turnouts of two files under 
the name of company drills, whereas the smallest of these 
alleged companies which has come under our own notice was 
seven men in single rank. We forbear menticning any par- 
ticular organization, as, with tou few exceptions, the same 


lack of military spirit prevails in every direction. 


On the other hand, the daily papers teem with announce- 


ments of compapy entertainments and parties, where the 


men who are vainly looked for in the drill room may be 
found. Such amuvements are vcry well at the proper times 
and places, but they should not take the place of the legitimate 


business, and for which the National Guard is maiotsined. 
Tbe true bond of union in an organization of citizen soldiers 


should be its military esprit and pride—a company which de- 


pends for its membership on continual “* hurrahs,” rests on 
a false foundation, and is sure to collapse sooner or later. 
Those who join the Guard from any but military reasons are 
of but little value to it. 


This is a subject requiring the special attention of ny 
u- 


mental commanders, for the lack of interest in military 
ties in the different companies is one of the most serious 
evils in the Guard. Its remedy should be one of the first 
considerations of all whose positions give them any control 
in the matter.

In regard to the legal aspect of the affairs of the Guard the 
new code affords so many points of discussion that it is 
hardly necessary to. poiut out any particular subject ; but 
if Gen. Horatio C. King could be induced to shed his light 
on some of the disputed points his efforts would certainly 
meet with general appreciation.

RUSSIA IN THE BLACK SEA. 


Tne impending visit of the Russian Minister of Mar- 
ine during the next few days to Sebastopol, to lay the 
keel of an ironclad of the Injlexible type, marks the 
commencement of a new era with the Black Sea Fleet. 
Since the deposition of the Grand Duke Constantine 
and the Pupoff party from the control of the Russian 
Navy, the new Iligh Admiral Prince Alexis, and the 
new Minister of Marine, Admiral Shestiakoff, have had 
their hands fully occupied in reforming and strengthen- 
ing the naval defences of the Baltic. This satisfactor- 
ily accomplished, a start is now to be made with the 
Black Sea, and it is to decide the naval policy to be 

ursued in that sheet of water that Admiral Shestiakoff 
is about to proceed to Sebastopol. : 

The position in the Black Sea is this: that Russia will 
possess in two or three years’ time a full grown town at 
Sebastopol with a subsidized dockyard capable of turv- 
ing out ironclads, anda large State dockyard as weil! 
and that by the end of 1885 she will have afloat a squad 
ron of four ironclads, incomparably stronger than the 
vessels of the Turkish Fleet and collectively able, with 
the projected six new gunboats and twelve sea-going 
torpedo boats, to prevent any Ottoman Squadron enter- 
ing the Black Sea. Further, by the end of the same 
period she will have compleied the reorganization of 
the Black Sea Fleet, and will be able to detach a squad- 
ron so overwhelmingly stronger thanany of the Turkish, 
that the temptation will be irresistible in any conflict 
with the Porte again single handed, to send a fresh Ad- 
miral Grieg to “circumnavigate the continent of Eu- 
rope and carry terror to the gates of Constantinople.

GUNS AND TORPEDOES. 


In a trial of the 80-ton English gun at Shoeburyness, 
Nov. 8, the gun, mounted on an experimental carriage 
on 8 line of rails about 200 yards from the target, was 
loaded with a charge of 450 Ib. of prism No. 1 powder 
and a Palliser projectile weighing 1,700 lb. Only one 
round was fired. The eighteen inches of iron and steel 
were not only cut clean through, but the target, with 
its thirty six inches of oak backing, was completely 
smashed up. The experiment appeared to give great 
satisfaction to the committee, and it is probable tuat a 
= exhaustive test will be carried out on a future 

te. 

Five new steel B. L. guns, the largest yet manufac- 
tured in France, weighing 98,000 kilos. without the 
carriage, have been most successfully cast in the foundry 
of Ruelle. The projectile weighs 780 kilogrammes, 
and the charge of powder is 280 kilogrammes. To re- 
move them a special wagon with sixteen wheels hus 
had to be constructed, and the bridges upon the road 
from Ruelle to Angouleme not being solid enough to 
bear the weight of so heavy a load a special roadway 
will be constructed for the transport of these weapons, 
which are destined for fortresses on the seac ast and 
ironclad vessels.

Tue French Admiralty hope to be able to launch during 
the ensuing twelve months four iron-clads and two fast 
cruisers, and no exertion will be spared to complete the 
battle ships already in the hands of the dockyard authorities. 
But the great effort of the administration is to be devoted to 
the construction of torpedo-boats, andthe new Estimates 
provide for a considerable number of these small craft. A 
special grant has been made by the Chamber to enable the 
French Admiralty to purchase iron-clads from private firms. 

Tux huge pyramids of spherical shot and shells deposited 
in various parts of the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, are con- 
demned to the melting furnaces for conversion into pro- 
jectiles more adapted to modern requirements. One heap 
alone contains about 40,000 of the 13 in. shells which were 
supplied at the time of the Crimean war, and were the most 
formidable missiles used in the siege of Sebastopol. Tho 
13 in. mortars, from which they were fired, have long ago 
disappeared out of use, but lie in hundreds in a distant part 
of the Arsenal waiting orders for their demolition, and no 
round shot or ehell of any size have been made since the in- 
troduction of rifled ordnance and elongated projectiles.
